liFFECTS OF THE WAH. 

1 1 llns Made Iniporiul Unity More Tlmii 
:\ SerUiuiont— Folk in Kiiglnnil Xcvlt 
Doubted the- Uutoome. 

Biiffiilo, N.y., Feb. 11).— I'resident .Tuo. 
O. Milburn, of the Paii-Aiiiorie:iu oxposi- 
tiou iiud goaonilly ncknowledged as it 
leader of the bur of this city, has return, 
ed after sl five weeks' absence abroad. 
He spent throe of th.isf v.-K-k.-! in Eng- 
land, haviuij been Biimmoned there by 
the illiie<;« of Mrs. Milburn, who is 
ai)oiidiinr tlie winter near their two sons 
lit Oxford. In .speiikiu;,' of the attitude 
of llie Eiigli.sh pec;i!e in the present war, 
Mr. Milburn says; 

"I do not know Ihiit I over felt such 
respect for people as was caused by the 
way in which the wliole matter was tak- 
en by the people there. 

"There was no attempt to belittle tli',' 
revei-t^e in South Africa. All yon could 
see ou any side was a quiet, grim de- 
terminatiou that the matter should be 
curried tliroUKli to a .'tuccessful liiaue. 

"Over and over again 1 heard It said 
by men that,' liurrowing as the experi- 
cace was, they believed the resnlta of the 
war in South Africa -would be a lastini; 
benefit. Cue reafion named was the 
drawing together of the^mothe^ country 
and the colonies and the eonsciousne.ss 
growing out of it, and au imperial unity, 
unity. 

"T'here was little doubt tlie military au- 
thoritiee Uiougbt i't was going to be a 
fairly easy matter, but the feeling tliat 
had grown up was, it is was a great 
event that men from the liome army and 
men from Cniiadii, New Zealand anil 
Australia were all comprised in the same 
army r.iid li.L'hliiiK iiide by side. 

"Wliat was inosL iniprewiive was the 
utter absence of any attempt to mini- 
mize or explain away what had liappen- 
ed. li'rom mj- olmervalioii there is simp- 
ly an unlimited supply of men who have 
.served in the V'olunteers and who are 
anxious to go. There is not the li'ast 
doubt that if the war lakes li.'iO.OOO more 
men they can De liad and tliat it will be 
carried througli to a linisli. 

"Tliere j/j no apprehension oi European 
intervention with reierenee to South Af- 
rican ni'itters. The only apprehension 
heard expressed at all v,'as that ItutiKia 
might take the opportunity to draw inio 
closer relations with Afghanistan and 
near to tl;c Indian frontier, but that was 
not felt vcrj- seriously. 

"I do not, think Kuropenri intoryention 
win be toUeriitea for u moment liivon if 
interventldii' 'was ■ broached, j^nsi.n,i; 
feels invin^blc' witb ber fleet aud the 
forces that could be raised and avallabde 
for home "d^ferice.."' The general feeling, 
among informed' people is that there is 
a good iiader<5tnndinB beiiveen the ruling 
powers in Germany and Eiighmd that 
an.v Kucli intervention shall be diHconnt- 
iinceil. There nru strong indications, 
too, tliat lifter tliis experience, a thor- 
ongli Investigation of tlie military eondi- 
lious of the Empire will he demanded 
and had and there will not only be a big 
increase of the regular lighting power, 
both naval nnd military, but they will be 
brought to the highest efficiency." ^

Refusal of Committee on Sug- 
gested Complicity of 
Colonial Secretary. 



Mr. Chamberlain Bitterly Re< 
seats Charges and Motive 
for Presentment. 



Liberal Leader Scores Cecil 
Rhodes las Author of 
These Suspicions. 



By Associated Press. 

London, Feb. 20.— The nouso of Com. 
uions to-day was crowded everywhere 
when Mr. David .Vlfred Thomas, Liberal 
member for Mcrtbiet^'lVdvil, rose to 
move, the rc-openlng of the inquiry into 
the origin nnd circumstances of the 
Jameson raid. Mr. Thomas disclaimed 
any personal aiiimoaity against Mr. 
Chamberlain, the Secretarj- of State for 
the Colonics, but he continued, the in- 
conclusive nature of the first inquiry had 
ertatt-u vvideupreiiu disaatisfacMon, v?b;ea, 
Mr. Thomas asserted, had deepened the 
indignation at the dificlosures of the Con- 
tinental newspapers, impungmg the ini- 
partinlitv of the committee. Continuing, 
he said it waa in the interests of llie na- 
tion and the character and reputation of 
the House of Commons and Mr. Chani- 
borlnin that there should be a full and 
searching iniiuiry. Mr. Thomas further 
assorted that the previous intitnry was a 
farce and that the freeh facts adduced lu 
the corresiKiiideneo published by the In- 
dependence llelge were- strong, grounds 
for a fresh inquiry. . 

Jlr. Samuel Thomas Evans, I.llber.^l, 
seconded the motion. In so doing he 
argued that there were strong grounds 
for suspecting that the colonial olflce and 
Mr. Chamberlain had prior knoiirledKC of 
the events leading up to the raid. It was 
a (lueetion whether the authors .of the 
raid had Bunicient power or' influence to 
prevent a majority of the House of Com- 
mons from having the hope of getting a 
committee of inquiry appointed. 

Here 'Mr. Chamberlain interjected; "1 
do not understand what the member 
means by the last sentence." 

Mr. Evans replied that ho thought 
everyone else in the house understood 
that the suggestion was that there wert! 
influences which might be worked to pre- 
vent the government from afiking for the 
re-appoiiitineiil of a committee. 

Ministerial cries of "What Influences?" 
followed tlioe remarks. 

Mr. Evans, proi'wdiiig said that if llio 
investigations of the committee had been 
more exhaustive it might have arrived at 
a different conclusion. The i-onduct of 
-Mr. Chamberlain, previous to the iniiuiry, 
aroused susoicions of complicity and 
ought to be exidained, as ou^ht .'ilso Mr. 
Cluunburlain's extraordinary declarations 
after the intiuiry that -Mr. Rhodes' per- 
sonal honor was not affected. He also 
said that a letter since published showed 
i here was something to withhold. 

Mr. Chamberlain, amid profound atten- 
tion, said there "was absoltitely nothing in 
w.hat had happened since 1807, which 
coiild possibly be raised as ground for a 
second inquiry. He proceeded to re- 
vie^v the whole history of the committee 
and repented his previous declaration, es- 
peciuUy referring to the Ilawkesley tek^- 
graffiS. Mr. GImmberlnin ridicule<l the 
gromidn advanced for a new inquiry, and 
expla.'ned that Mr. Ilhodea was charged 
with .'.wo distinct offences. lie was ac- 
cused first, of conspiring, to bring about 
the raid, on which he was found guilty 
and condemned in the strongest terms by 
tlie committee. The Colonial Secretary 
blamed him as severely as anybody. The 
utlier charge watj tliat he acted from sor- 
did motivifi, witli the object of iiromotiiig 
speculation and raising the vahies of his 
property. Tliis was an abomiuable 
charge which should not have been made, 
and of which Mr. lUiodes was absolutely 
guiltless. 

Another ground upon which an inquiry 
was a^ked, was on account of the "iin- 
cious coUe.'lioii of documents" published 
b.v the Independence Beige, which had 
been offered for sale to various London 
papers, which "would not touch them 
with tongs,' and at lust they found "a 
customer in a friend of the Boers, who 
contrived to ransmit them to Dr. Leyde, 
who paid or promised to pay £100 sterl- 
ing and they were then communicated to 
the lodependimce Beige. There was 
iiothmg in these documents, from first to 
last," said thu Colonial Secretary, who 
then dissected most of the documents, 
pointing out that they affoi'ded no 
grounds for charges against the colonial 
otilce. lie then said: "If this mutter bad 
not been complicated by party men nnd 
personal animositietj no man in this 
iioiise wonld have said there was a 
shadow of ground for such an inquiry. The 
object of these perwoiiiil attacks is to pre- 
vent me from participating in the Trans- 
vaal settlement." He further declared as 
to the tele(;iiiiiii5 cxehangiHl between Mr. 
Kliodes and his agent, that they were 
sent confidentially aud he returned thein, 
saying he had no objection to their pub- 
lication. Since June G, 1890, he had not 
seen the telegrams, which were produced 
anti e.xamiued by the committee. As to 
the letters, Mr. Chamberlain saya tboy 
\vere stolen from Mr. Ilawksley's desk 
and Dr. Leydti offered to pay £100 for 
them. They containitl nothing unknown 
to the committee. Mr. Chamberlain fur- 
ther said that the hon. members opposite 
did not want an inir.iiry. "They want 
an execution," he said. "Let them do 
their worst; I am perfectly ready. 1 
rest upon the good senae and generosity 
of the house and country. '. ViSe .attttc'lr. 
will recoil upcn. those who niaide it." Ht 
confessed that 'at. one. time . he' felt bit- 
terly 'rigain?ti6ueh ■ iiisinuatibns, ."whjcb 
thoise repeating did not dni'o assert they 
believed, should be brought ngaiiifit iiie 
after 24 years' mcmbership in the Honso 
of Commons." He was not hopeful that 
anything he or the house could say would 
silence his foreign critics, but no one in 
Great Britain for whose good opinion he 
cared would be affected by the charges.

Nol Feasible 



Would Lead to Conscription 
and iBe Intolerable to 
British Public. 



Situation Does Not Justify Re- 
cent Hysterica! Appeals 
by Rosebery.

London, Feb. 20.— The House of 
Lords, during the discussion of the 
motion of the Earl of Wemyts favoring 
an amended Militia Ballot Act, Lord 
Lausdowne said he thought it would be 
hie.xpedient:;to have recourse to the Mili- 
tia Boll of except in thci caseof a com- 
plete failure of the voluntary system. 

The Duke of Devonshire, lord presi- 
dent of the council, expressed a aiiuilnr 
opinion, .adding that the present emerg- 
ency did not'cali for th^ " recent hysteri- 
cal appeals " of Lord Kosebery for a 
mobilization of the fleet. 

The Earl of Kiinberley supported the 
contention of Lord Lausdowne. 

Lord Itosebery, Lord Dunraven aud 
Lord Northbrook with others supported 
the proposal of Lord Wemyss. 

The Marquis of Salisbury opposed the 
motion. He said there was -not the 
slightest chance of. pa8Siiig',<such . a. blM 
without angry and .acrimonious Jdehatc, 
nnd without public discussion of those 
dangers to which Lord Rosebery thought 
the country exposed. He asked if the 
house thought this would be advantagc- 
i. " Suppose the bfil were to pass," 
said tlie I'reinier, " and the ballot were 
to prove unsuccessful, it would give 
abroad an impression of defencolessness, 
thus adding to the mauy dangers enu- 
merated by the noble lord (the Earl of 
Uosebery). If tlie ballot were intro- 
duced it would be impossible to stop 
short of conscription. 

" It has been suggested that the ballot 
will have the eiTeet of driving men into 
the ranks of the Volunteers. I rather 
suspect it would drive them to emigrate 
to I lie trans-Atlantic countries where 
their own laiigunge nnd religion prevail, 
and where tliere is no ballot of that sort 
to frighten tlieni. 1 prefer not to run 
the risk of awaking unaccustomed eni(i. 
tious at a time when it is necessary that 
the nation should work' in harmony." 

The House of Lords rejected the 
motion of Loixl Wemyss by a vote of 09 
against 42.

This morning the - enemy had with' 
drawn all the troops uorlh of the Tugela' 
and practically evacuated Coienso. To- 
day General Hart occupied Coienso after 
a very slight resistance by u weak reat 
guard and -we hold the line of the Tugela.

Nest. 

The enemy seem to be in fu!! retie.it 
and apparently are only holding the posi- 
tion they occupy across the Coleiiso- 
Ladvsmith railway, where it is- close tO:

rear guard.

Thus they are relaxing their nolu on 
all sides in order to assemble to oppose 
Lord Roberts. He is pressing on stead- 
ily towards Bloemfontein. Tins is 
shown by his inconsequential telegram 
from Pnardeberg, fifty or sixty miles 
away. Tlonbtloss he is miles behind the 
column tliat is pursuin;: the Boors, and 
the next imporiaivl news may }^'^ tlie 
oeeupnlion of Bloemfontein. .Nothing 
has been heard from the chase of the 
Cronje force for two days. 

Although the last words (.[ the war 
ollice to-niv;ht were tliat there was no 
news for publication, there is a strong 
disiiiisilion in bclievi- lluit fiivorablc in- 
formation liiis been reccive<l b\it is lieing 
witldield tmtil llic opcratiiuis riiliniuato 
in something more t-onclnsivc. There 
is ill! enually strong disposition to think 
that Oen. Cronje has got away. 

Owing to the lack of transports, the 
British are not likely to invade Boor 
territory except wlierc Lord Uoborts is 
operating. 

Gen. Buller will have to stop at the 
I")rakenslierg inoniitains. I'roliiibly a 
part of his -10,000 men will ultimately 
join the legions of Lord Roberts. 

If, as Oen. Buller avers, the Boers ni-e 
lelreatiie; from him. then the news on 
every side is favorable to the British. 
Nevertheless troops continue to go in. 

The war office thinks that the call of 
veterans to rejoin their colors together 
with the bounty will bring 45,000 men 
to the home defence. The urgency with 
■which home defence is pressed excites 
some wonder. 

With the casualties just reported the 
Britisli losses in kilK'd, wounded and 
captured now aggregate 11,102.

ROBERTS TO THE BURGHERS. 

British Government Not Disposed to 
Harshly Deal With Them for 
Their Rulers' Folly. 

Capetown, Fob. IS.— I-ord Roberts has 
issued a proclamation to the burghers of 
the Orange Free State, saying that he 
feels it his duty to make known to all 
the burghers the cause of the coming ,,f 
the l?ritish, as well us to do all in his 
power to terminate the devastation 
caused by the war, and that he issues 
the proclamation in order that it" the 
burghers should ccmtinuc lighting they 
may not do so ignorantly, but with a full 
knowledge of their rosponsibility before 
God for the lives lost in the campaign. 
The proclamation goes on to say: 

"The British governuieut believes that 
wanton and unjustitiable invasion of, 
British territory was not committed with 
the general approval of the people of 
the Free State, with whom the British 
goveruinent have lived in complete 
umiiy for so many years. It belioves 
the responsibility to bo wholly with the 
government of the Free State, acting 
not in the interests of the country, but 
under uiischievous influence from with- 
out. 

"Great Uritain, therefore, wishes the 
pi'ople of the Free State to understand 
that she bears them no Ill-will and that, 
so far as is compatible with the success- 
ful conduct of the war and the re- 
establishment of pence, she is anxious to 
preserve them from the evils brought 
upon them by the wrongful action of 
their government." 

In conclusion Lord Roberts warns all 
burghers to desist from further acts of 
hostility towards Her Majesty's govern 
meut a::;! :;:::! he gives directions 

regarding reiiuisitions and complaints. 



THE CAFTURBD CONVOY. 

Shelled AM Day With Considerable Loss 
of Life Before Taken by Boers. 

Cradock, Cape Colony, Feb, 20.— Do- 
tails ha\f arr;vc(l here with respect to 
the character of the British convoy cap- 
tured by the Boers at Riet River. It 
appears that the wjigons were laagered 
near the Drift and that the convoy was 
attacked by 1,S00 lioers with four guns. 
The shelliiii,' continued all day. 

One liuiuli-cil anil eighty wagons were 
captured, . containing provisions and 
forage. Half the ilrivcrs and leaders 
w'cru killed or arc missing.

Modder River, Fob. 10.— Although thi 
miles off the signalling corps they inter 
was marked by a number of conUicts 
his actual entry into Kimberiey was un- 
opposed. 

When the British were, still eight 
rapid march ot Gen. French's division 
cepted ji heliograph message from the 
beleaguered garrison to Moddcr iiiver, 
saying: "The Itoofs arc shelling the 
town." The advancing column replied: 
" This is Gen. French coming to the re- 
lief of Kimberiey." 

The garrisi>n was incredulous and 
thought the message was a ISoer ruse, 
I and llaslic<l the query: " What regiment 
I are vou'.' " The reply stitished the de- 
fen.lers of Kinihcrley. An.\iously 
awaited succor was at hand, and a few 
hours later French at the head of a 
column made a triumphant entry into 
the place, the people surrounding the 
troops and intermingling with them, 
cheering wildly, grasping the soldiers' 
hands, waving tlags, hats and handker- 
chiefs, and exhibiting in a hundred 
ways the intensity of their joy. 

The inhahitunts had been on short 
rations for some time, eating horse llosh 
and living in burrows uiuler heaps of 
mine refuse. The diminishing rations 
had been served out daily at 11 o'clock 
in the market square, under the shell 
lire ot the enemy, ivhoso guns opened 
on the square whenever the inhabitants 
assembled. Throughout the siege Cecil 
Ithodes provided the natives with work 
and food, and thus kept them quiet. 

The mules of the convoy bearing jiiovi- 
sions for the relief column of the town, 
slowly winding its way across the plain 
in the direction of Kimberiey, was the 
' gladdest sight which had greeted the 
; eyes of the besieged for four months, 
j Gen. French's march was so rapid ami 
I the heat so intense that many of his 
' horses died oC exhaustion. .Vt the cross- 
' ing from Modder river the Boers bolted. 
' leaving their tents, gnus, o.\:eu, wagons 
, and largo iiuaiitities of ammunition in 
the hiimis of the British. 
I -Moving northward the Boers again at- 
i tempted to stem the advance, but French 
turned their think and reached his goal 
with the insigniticaut losses of seven 
men killed and ;i5 wounded, during three 
days from Wednesday, February 14, to 
i Friday, February 10. 
I After a night's rcdt tit Kimberiey, 
Gen. French's column imrsucd the Boers 
to Drontveld, surrounded the kopjes on 
which they were posted, and shelled 
them till nightfall, when the Boers fled, 
leaving many dead. 

Gen. Cronje left a gun, his tents, food 
and clothes at Jlagersfontcin. 

NO BOERS IN SIGHT. 
Kimberiey, Fob. IS.— (By heliograph 
to Moilder River, Feb. 1'.).— The country 
f is all free around Kiml)erley. The 
Boers have evacuated Dronlield, Saltpan 
Spytfontein iuul Scholtznek. 

One of their 12-poundors witii ammu- 
nition was captured, as was also their 
laager at Dronlield, which was aban- 
doned on Friday night. 

Itails are being laid to Moddcr River. 
.Several herds of cattle have been cap 
tared. Cecil Rhodes is in excellent 
spirits. 

RAIL CONNECTION. 
Capetown, Feb. 19.— The repairs 
the railway have siilllciently advanced 
to enable the despatch to-night of tin 
lir.st train to Kimberiey, laden with coal. 
After that the military requirements 
will be the tirst c<insideration, second 
foodstuffs, and then passengers, the 
train for the last of which, it is antici- 
pated, will start on Wednesday or 
Thursday.

London, Feb. 21.— A correspondent of 
tlic Daily Chronicle, telegraphhig Sun 
day, describes Gen. Cronje's retreat 
%vith the Boers at Magersfontein on 
learning of Gen. French's success. 

Thursdtiy at midnight, headed by Gen 
Cronje, 5,000 Boers, with their heavy 
gnus and ox wagons, evacuated Magers- 
fontein. At dawn on Friday the re 
treating Boer army was seen from th' 
British Naval gun station on Klip Drift 
kopje, trekking westward across- the 
British front at a distaiu^e of oOO yards 
Our guns opened upon them, and a forci 
of mounted iiUantry, crossing the river, 
made a dashing charge ia the attempt 
til cut nlT the head of the enemy 
rolumii. i'.ut in half an hour their 
whole force bad gained shelter under a 
line of kopjes. • , , 

.Meanwhile two of our bat tones had 
ccane up, ami with the Oxford Hull 
West Itidiiigs anil ( 1 louccslers, willi oiir 
infantrv, crossed the Ilrifl, ami t''>r llire 
hours "were cug.-igcd with the enemy 
Whih^ our lialteries shelled his position 
tlie mounted iutautry kept liaril at work 

rnable ti. withstand oiu- galling lire 
the enemy ri-tircd. dispiiling every incl 
of the way, and took up a second posi- 
lion on the kopjes to the eastward. It 
was a magnilicenl spei tacle to see tlu: 
I'xier army at bay. 'I'heir rear guard, 
2,(1110 strong, fought us while the main 
ImmIv trtdckcd further east, and then 
liriiuglil their guns into aeticm while the 
rear guard retired. 

The action lasted most oC the day 
Our infantry fought splendidly, but the' 
enemy held his ground undoif the con 
tilled bomhardnicnt. 

Later on the Boer commander ven 
turod on a bold stroke. Leaving 2.000 
of his men under cover, he withdrew the 
rest from his main position and headed 
for Klip Krnnl Drift, six miles to the 
east. This movement wos soon dis 
covered. Our mounted infantry came 
b.ud: across the Drift and marchei 
along the south bank in an endeavor to 
head olT the enriny. When we roa<.'hed 
till' neighhorhodd of Klip Kraal Orift 
night had fallen and half the Boors 
Were already across to the south sidt 
Our mounted infantry harassed their 
movements. 

Mennwliile the Boer roar guard hav- 
ing covered the crossing of the main 
boily. retired slowly and successfully 
crossed tlii> Drift. The rear guard 
I'oiiglit desperately, and as it fell back 
to the river it was harassed on the flank 
and rear by the British. 

Having thus passed the Modder 
under cover of darkness, the Boer 
tr<dd;od throughout the iiiKlit in the 
direction of BI()emront( !u. Gen. Kelly 
Kenny with the Si.xtli Division then pur 
sued tlieni ;it ilayliglit. Gen. iMacdonald 
with the Highlanders following him 
^lacdfinald reached Klip Kraal Drift by 
forced marches Sunday. Gen. Kelly- 
Kenny moving frojn Kliji Kraal Drift 
was endeavoring to outllaiik the enemy 
aiiil to cut them off from BloonU'onteiu, 
so as to drive them back into Gen. Mac- 
(hmald's hands. AVhen I left the front 
Gen. K(dly Kenny had not come up 
with the enemy.

At thia hour the Queen is still 
alougside the wliarf, while crowds of 
tlic 'longshoremcu are strolling iu the 
vicinity of the steamer, and u squad of 
police is boveriug near. At U 
o'clock to-night there was no change in 
the sttuatioa. Mr. Trowbridge, super- 
iutendeut of the steamship company, ar- 
rived from Victoria on the Islander. 
He at once gave out that the company 
would not yield an iuch, and that they 
Were determined to have their own 
stevedore assigu the worii to the nieu. 
This was the only point at issue. It 
was not a question of wages or of the 
existence of the union. Mr. Trowbridge 
acknowledged that iu Victoria they 
ulloiyed the union to assign a delegate 
to direct the men's work, but the case 
was different there, and there was not 
the through freight to handle.

KXTliAOIlDIXAUY CONDITIONS. 

The political coiulitions oxistiiig iu llie 
I>roviace at the presont time are, we 
think, wholly without precedent. The 
Lri)V(M-nmeiit lias been drifliuK iiloiij: with 
au iiiiofilaiii majority ol' one, and that 
one has only '^cca possible by the pres- 
ence in the house of a geutlemun, whose 
Beat may have been forfeited a year ago 
and who may have incurred a peniiliy ot 
possibly .f-10,000 for illegally sitting or 
voting in the house. An astonishing 
feature of the case is that not a single 
individinil in the legislature has ven- 
tured ti) assert that the geutlenian in 
qiiesliou lias nut fiirfoited his seat. 'I'liere 
i.s no siicli case in tlio books anywhere, 
wliieli is easy to aeeonnt for, because 
there is no place in the world e.\eept 
British Columbia where u government 
would dare perpetrate such an outrage 
tipiia parliamentary government, where 
Ilie ministerial majority would be so 
ulteily servile as to sanction such an 
outrage, or -where the representative of 
the erown would extend his confidence 
to niinisiors responsible for such a condi- 
tion. 

It is time for the people of British 
.Columbia to take note of the manner in 
which first one and then another of the 
principles of parliamentary government 
nro being violated. Soon they will have 
nothing left worth conteiuliag for. If a 
Stranger can occupy a .seat on the lloor 
of the house and vote upon mcasurc.>i, 
what is tlie use of having elections at 
.ill.' If the provision df the Constitu- 
tion .Vet wliicli prohibits members from 
receiving anything over and above their 
eessioual indemnity and mileage can bo 
violated in one ease, it can be violated in 
another, and a government may easily 
have half the house in receipt of public 
moneys. We are not objecting to the 
payment of the travelling e.Tcptnses of 
the President of the Gonueil. What we 
claim is that, if ho is to bo paid, the 
eliould be some law passed to render the 
payment valid, but in the meanwhile thi 
Jaw as it stands should be given its full 
effect. 

Wc ask the people of what value itre 
llio provisions of the Constitution Act, 
if they can be disregarded with impun- 
ity'.' Let the law bo observed, or let it 
be repealed. 

liasily the most important political 
question in this province at the present 
moment is that involved in Dr. Mc 
■Kechnie's position. Iintil he vacates his 
Beat or the legality of his tenure of it 
lias been established, the legislature will 
meet under conditions of the most extra- 
ordinary character.

'i'lli; Pl:oi'OSKD IIY-LAW. 

We regret very niucl that any by-law 
looking to the connection of Victoria 
with tho Mainland of British Columbia 
can bo submitted to the people of Victoria 
and the C'olunist cannot advise them Ir, 
vote for it. P.ut thtit now advertised i.s 
defective in so many particulars and .so 
badly conceived generally that wo feel 
obliged to iwint out snnio rousons why ii 
ought to be rejirted. We shall take the 
by-law up in detail, dealing with it at 
some length in order that its advocate 
may meet the olijoetioiir: raised, if they 
can, and also that the ratepayers may 
have the whole subject under their con- 
sideration III one time. 

First, we wish to point out that so far 
as appears no person has accepted the re 

spousibility of the proposal made in tin 
by-law or uuiierlaki'S to give elTect to it 
pro\i(led the citizenw shall iigree to its 
coming into effeot. We submit that, in 
view of some of the consideralions here- 
after to be poiiiliMl o\it this is !i very sia'- 
ious nialtcr. Uunnn- h;is cmniec'ed the 
name of tlie chief owner of the ^'ic- 
toria & Sidney railway with the scheme, 
lie has appeared publicly as its advocate. 
We shall see later on why it would he a 
exceedingly unbuHlness-like trausactinii i 
place the powers proposed to be given hy 
the by-law in the hands of tho owner of 
that road. For Mr. Patersou's ability 
and integrity we have the highest appre- 
ciation; but an arrangement under which 
lie may be both vendor and i)Urchaser of 
a railway, the price of which is to hi' paid 
out of the money contributed by tho rate 
payers of Victoria, is not one that can 
be defended. If Mr. Paterson is bohiiui 
tho enterprise, then no one is who caiv 
pretend to be able to carry it tiirougli, 
and to place upon tho books of the city 
an agreement that no one la likely to take 
up, and which may remain a dead letter 
and at the c;ame time an obstacle to any 
other enterprise of the same nature would 
be exceedingly unwise. If any gentle 
men had come before the city with a de- 
finite proposition, agreeing if it was «c"- 
cepted to carry it out within a specified 
lime, it would then be possible for the 
ratepayers to pronounce intelligently upon 
the personal aspect of tho scheme, which 
iu every businoes proposition is a con- 
trolling feature. Th.- absence of any 
named promoters of the project for tho 
proposed trustees are not its promoters, 
appears from our point of view to be a 
serious objection to it. 

The citi/.ens are not iu po-fie.^ion of 
sulllcient information to enable them to 
form a definite idea of whi(t they are 
asked to undertake. They are invited to 
lake $.")00,00() stock. We submit if a pri- 
vate caidtalist. were asked to .snhscrilie 
.such an amount of stock In u railway eu- 
tcrptise, he would aak for some definite 
information regarding it. lie would not 
lie content with guciss work. He would 
ii?k for some assuraiico that tho project 
was feasible under any clreunistaiiccs. lie 
would want to know about what it 
would cost. Tho plan contemplates: 

(a) The extension of the Victoria & 
Sidney railway from its prcfjont terminus 
to some point at or near the harbor front 
of tho city. 

(b) The aequirenient of the Victoria it 
Sidney railway. 

(c) The cetablishmont of terminal facili- 
ties at Sidney. 

Idi The establishment of a passenger 
tuui a freight ferry froiii Siilney to some 
point on the Mainland of British Cohnn- 
bin. 

(e) The ostablifihniont of terminal facili- 
ties on the Mainland. 

(f) The construction of a railway from 
the Mainland torminurt to Chilli wack. 

Thus the enterprise is divided into six 
parts, and in respect to none of them, 
with perhaps the single (>xceptioii .if tlie 
hist named, is any detinite infnrinatioii 
available. \:tki- theiii up in detail. 

No plan has ever been made- showing 
how the line is to bo extended from Hill- 
side avenue to tho waterfront, and no 
estimate can bo ui.ide of the ciKSt without 
r-nch pl.'in. No estiui.ate of 'he cost has 
in point of (act been made, or if it has 
been made, it has never been made pub- 
lie. 

No iiriee has been li-xeil for tho Victoria 
it Sidney railway, anil yet this is an es- 
sential part of the enterprise, without 
the acq^iiremonl of which tho whole pro- 
ject nuist fall to the ground. 

No plan has over been made of the ter- 
minal at Sidney and without such phin it 
is impossible to make oven a reasomiblo 
.•ipiiroximalicui of wli.'it it will eotit. It 
is not even known whore tho lonniual 
will bo. 

There is no informntiou before the pub- 
lie a.f to the cost of tlu' ])roposed ferry 
boats. All tJiat has been in.ide public is 
some vague statement of what flomc 
boats usetl elsewhere for other purposes 
have cost. 

The location of the proposed terminal 
oil the Mainhind is 'left indelinitc, and 
this is nw.it material. If tho terminus is 
to be on the gulf side of Point Roberts 
tlie coHt will be very great. An estimate 
with plans of ;i leriiiiiial there was made

in connoctlon rwlth'the Do Cosmos scheme 
and tho amoi.int of money involved was 
very large indeed. When this last 
scheme was first propounded the idea 
was to^have the terminal at White Piock 
at the east of Boundary Bay, but no 
plans or estimates wcr'J ever made by 
wlucli the cost of a terminal there could 
even be approxiin.ated. This feature of 
the original projei't has been abandoned, 
or rather, it is not now insisted on, which 
may be in part due to the fact that tho 
Colonist has shown that it is not feasible 
to provide a "safe leriniinil nt Wbito 
Uook. 

There aro estimates that aro probably 
reliable as to the cost of the proposed 
railway on the Mainland. 

If tho city were asked to give .v bonus 
it might he said that thcHc were matters 
for the promoters to take into considera- 
tion; but the city is asked to take stock 
in the enterprise and we therefore sub- 
mit that full and delinite information 
upon each of these points should be sub- 
mit ted to tho ratepayers who aro asked 
to become stockholders. A private capi- 
talist would not invest .$500, not to say 
$500,000, in an entoriirise upon which so 
little information was forthcoming as to 
cost as there is in thi.s case. 

The c(Uiipany to which tlu' < ity is ask- 
ed to suliscribe stoi-k is directed to ac- 
quire the \'iciiuia ^V- Si'.lncy railway "as 
socui as it ha.- aciiniivd sullii'ient capital 
for its puri)osos." Until t'lis road has 
boon acfiiiired tho whole enterprise must 
halt. This is the eomlition iirecedeut to 
the carrying out of the ww-k. The city 
may put up its $500,000 and if the own- 
ers of the Victoria & Sidney do not see 
fit to sell their lino or grant running 
Herein lies the iniportance of knowing 
who is behind this enlerprit^e. If 
it i« the owners of the Victoria & .Sid- 
ney, how much do they propose to pay 
themselves for their railway out of the 
city's money'.' If other parties aro be- 
hind it, how much do they propose to 
pay for the railway"/ Surely those are 
vital (luestions. Wo do not discover any- 
thing in the by-law to iirovent the whole 
.•v.lllO.OdO from being luriied over to the 
\'ictoria iV: Sidney people and the matter 
being allowed to drofi right there. The 
expression '"its piiriioties" is altogether loo 
vague to control the action of the com- 
pany, and even if it could be construed to 
mean that the pnmniiny must have money 
on hanil sullicienl for the whole enter 
prise befcue aciiuiring the \'. S. then 
is nothing to prevent the company from 
turning the whole of the money over to 
the owners of that road. Wo aro not 
siiggwtiiig that tlH\v proiiose to do any- 
thing of the kind; but that is nllogother 
beside tho quostion, which i«: Can they 
do so? Wo alBrm without fear of con- 
tradiction that there is nothing in tho hy- 
law to prevent them from doing so. 

There is absolutely no iiiffirmation 
whatever before the public as to the con 
dition of the \'. iV.: S. railway, or as to 
wliat it will cost to make it fit to serve 
as a jiart of tho through lino connecting 
with the traiujcontineutal railways. 

The company is required to make traf- 
fic .irrangements with at least one trans 
continental line. This is an extraordiii 
ary provision in siieh a by-law. If a 
bonus wore being given to a coiniiany, 
such a provision would bo right enough, 
but by the proposeil arrangement thi 
citizens are compelled to enter into an ar 
raugement with sonic company, no mat 
tcr how prejudicial that arningement 
may be to tho business interestri of th 
city or tho company in which the city is 
asked to become a stockholder.

Thus tln' coiiipaiiy, and the city 
at< a stockholder iu it, is at the ineri y of 
the transcontinental companies o;t the 
Mainland, just as it is at tho morcy of 
the Victoria & Sidney on the Island.

Mr. lli.ggins also had a matter to bring 
before the house under a aue.stion of 
privilege. He held in his hand n tele- 
gram just received from tlJB associated 
hoards of trade of ICootenay, at Kaslo, 
dir(-..;tiug attention to the fact that their 
iiu inorial to the government with regard 
to the eight-hour law, in August last, 
had not been included in the return of 
correspondence on this subject, laid be- 
fore the house in response to a resolu- 
tion of the house. He (Mr. Iligginsi re- 
minded the Minister ot Mines that thus 
withholding correspondence ordered upon 
ret^olution of tiio house was a grave of- 
fence, and that the olTender was liable 
to be brought before ttie bar of the bouse 
and adequately punished fur thus treat- 
ing the expressed witches ot the house 
with discourtesy and cont'onpt. He in- 
teniled to |iush the matti'r to the bitter 
end if it becauic evident that the gov- 
ernnient in this matter evidenced a dis- 
po-sition to set at naught the desires of 
the house. 

Hon. Mr. Hume denied that the cor- 
respondence in iiuestiou, or that pre- 
viously iiresented in a supplementary re- 
turn, had luK'ii purposely withheld. The 
mistake lind occurred through the docu- 
ments being in some way overlooked in 
his (lopartinent. 

Mr. Higgins iioiiited out that all S'.icli 
communications were (as he had been in- 
formed by an ollicial of long experience 
in departmental work) nnuibered conse- 
cutively and received, and it did not 
therefore seem clear how the mistake 
could have occurred in the innocent man- 
ner suggested. 

Hon. Mr. Henderson olitierved that, 
now that the junior member for Escpii- 
malt had read a teh'.gram from Kaslo 
to'.K.'liiiig H memorial from the hoards of 
irade of Kootenay, that ho had .such a 
memorial in his department, which miglit 
possibly iiudude the desired correspond- 
ence. If this proved earrccl lie could 
easily comprehend bow it had been over- 
looked in the department of mine.s— in- 
deed the ^Minister of Mines would have 
no olUcial aecws to it.

Monster peti- 
tions would bo presented showing how 
urgent was the necessity of getting an ap- 
propriation from the Dominion government 
for the enterprise. 

A\il. Brydon questioned whether the reso- 
lution was in order. Aid. lieciiwlth sup- 
liortc<l this contention. .Some argument en- 
sued on this point. The Mayor ruled that 
It was strictly In order nntil the revenue 
by-law was passed. 

The point being decided Aid. Williams 
again advanced argument In support of ills 
motion. 

Aid. Brydon qucatloni.-<l the Mayor's ruling 
on the polBt at Issue and wanted his auth- 
ority.- Aid. Beclcwltb supported Aid. Bry- 
don, claiming that Aid. Williams' motion 
was ont of order. It ought to have come as 
a recommendation from the finance commit- 
too. 

Aid. Stewart could not see what the $200 
was for and would vote against the motion, 
but he wn« certainly In favor of the rail- 
way. 

Aid. Williams, in explanation, said that 
the $200 was to secure a large number of 
signatures to the petition in favor of the 
road. This would require the employment 
of people who would have to be paid. 

Aid. Stewart thought the petition could 
be gotten up without cost to tlie city. Aid. 
Cameron agreed with Aid. .Stewart in tills. 

Aid. Beckwith was also opposed to It. 
There should be no dlfllcult.r In getting up 
a petition without expense to the city. 

The motion was lost. 

The anaual loan by-lnw was then recon- 
Blderedj adopted and llnaiiy passed. 

Aid. Yates brought up the question of 
the appropriation of $1,(KXI for borings In 
connection with the Sorby scheme. He was 
in favor of the whole sum of $3,000 being 
voted subject to the conflrmatlon of .Mr. 
Sorby'H figures. 

Aid. Stewart thought It was quite plain 
tliat after yesterday's conference the city 
would be jUKtille<l In going slowly. 

.\id. Beci;with started to nialio a long 
speech criticizing the conference, but was 
called to order by the Mayor, who advised 
a special meeting of the board to deal with 
ilie matter. 

.Md. Williams then wanted to know if the 
in-omoters of the VIctorla-Gidliiwack rail- 
way had been asked to pay for sulHiiitting 
that by-law to the people. 

The Mayor explained that sucii a provl 
slon was In the by law but had Ijeon struck 
out. 

The conncil then took a recess and pro 
cceded with the Inquiry Into the work of 
the fire department on the evening of the 
Arc on Chatham street, when a quantity 
of hay was burned belonging to M. Baker 
& Son. 

City Solicitor Bradburn conducted the 
case for the city and Mr. J. V. Wails ap 
I)enred for Mr. Baker. 

Mr. Walls contended that the defective 
arrangements of the alarm system on the' 
night In question ."•nsMlted lu serious de- 
l.'i.v in the department reaching the scene 
of the fin.' — :;,") nduutes having eiuiised. 

Mr. Walls then called Mr. Baker, and 
Mr. Bradburn Insisted that he he sworn. 
This being done, .Mr. Walls exaniineil tile, 
witness. He liad lOi) tons of compressed 
hay In the large harn on Oiiatliaiii street 
on the night of the )in>. In an ndjuining 
liarn were some potatoes. lie was rather 
late getting to the lire. Wiien he saw 
Chief Deasy he said to him. "Yon must 
have got here late." -I'es," replied the 
chief, "I went over the Bay to look for 
It, and gave orders to the firemen not to 
leave until I came back." He protested 
agalnfit water being thrown on the hay, 
as it would not burn, but the Chief per- 
sisted in throwing water upoa. it. He did 
not think compressed hay would burn, and 
called the attention of tlic Chief to that 
fact. He proiluced insurance papers to 
show how good a risk hay was considered. 
They contlnuMl to play upon the hay for 



hours afterwards. The hay was not In- 
sured. His loss wa.s about $1,,"IX). 

Mr. Bradburn cros.s-exatnlued the wit- 
ness. The place wliieli llrst caught lire was 
a saw mill. He did not know that tiie 
lloor.s had been sjiturated witii oil. The 
sciMie of the lire was about .'tOO yanis from 
the lire department headquarters. The 
lire burned In the liu.v for perhaps an hour. 
There was u north wind blowing that night, 
and it was a pretty good lire. He did not 
know that any of the hay had been re- 
moved since. The fire was under control 
when he had the .conversation with Chief 
'Ueasy. Water had been put upon the hay 
when he arrive*!, but the bales were not 
charred. There wan not much damuge done 
by the flames after he got there, but the 
hay was damaged by the water. They 
poured water ou ail night. He protested, 
but could not stop them. The Chief said 
he was going to rin that himself. He did 
not tell the Chief to throw water on the 
building lu which the bay was stowed. He 
would swear that the Chief said If he could 
have got tlierc in time he could have saved 
the building. Ho had another coiivorsntlon 
with him next morning. Uichard Hall, M. 
1'. I*., was with him on the latter occasion. 
He had Intended to Insure ne*t morning. 
Hay would not burn, but he would insure 
iigiiliist damage by the fire companies. 
(Laughter.) 

(Jeo. Copelaud was the next witness. lie 
had apprised Mr. Baker of the tire. He 
corroborated Mr. Baker's statement la re- 
gard to the conversation wltli the Ciilef. 
He had gone from Jlo<'k Bay to Mr. Mak- 
er's Louse and when he returned tiie tire 
was under control. He was sun- it was 
the Chief with wluim he and -Mr. Baker 
had had tile conversation. 

Cross. examined by Mr. liriKlbiirn— lie 
lieard tlie lir(> alariii at 10 p.m., I)iit had not 
lii'nrd the one at '.1:13 p.m. 11 t^uoR him 
olllv a few niilUUeii to get |.> t lie lire. The 
roof iKid fallen in wiien lie left to go to .Mr. 
H-ikiT's it was not surpi'ising that water 
should be poured U|>..n tin" building In 
whicli liav was stored at the time he was 
at the lire first. He could uot tell the size 
of the bullillng. 

To Mr. Walls— They were playing water 
ou the hay even the morniuK after the fin 

Mr. Balicr was recalled at the reqaesi 
of Mr, Bradburn. The two buiidluRs hurn- 
ed covered the entlitf town lot. 

Mr Bradburn in summing' up said that 
the evidence of the wiliiess Copelaud exon 
crated the brigade. 11 
thi'y had acted prudently 
order to prevent the tire f 
tliought there w 
that there was 
propert}-. 

Mr. Wails contended that the departia-nt 
w:is Justified lu pouring water 
Ing In which the hay 
height of the fire, but uot afterwards. 

Aid Bei'kwith thought that tlie gravest 
feature disclosed b.v the Inaulry was the 
faulty alarm .system. This was a mutter 
whicli ought to be gone into fully, "c 
thought It advisable to have the inquiry

Chief Deasy asked that the Inquiry he 
proceeded with, but It was decided to ad- 
journ until Friday evening.

It was -1 o'clock when the Premier 
moved the adjoitrnnieiit of tlii^ house, 
having some time previous intimated 
tliat there would bo no night sitting in 
putting the preliminary resolution to the 
house in thesi> words: 

•• In carrying out the suggestion that 
I made yesterday, that we should deter- 
mine if possible to dispose of the redis- 
tribution bill before going on with any- 
thing el.se, it will be very desirable that 
should get on with the second read- 
ing of this bill to-morrow, and in order 
to eir.'ot that I beg to move that the 
house at its rising do stanil adjourned 
till 2 o'clock to-morrow." 

The preliminary motion was agreed to, 
but on the motion to adjourn Mr. Booth 
protested. 

"What does this mean'/" he asked. 
"With pages of the order paper filled 
with important business, is it right that 
we should come here from day to day 
to accomplish nothing practical? Whv 
cannot we get on with business? Has 
It come to this—that we have got a pre- 
mier dominating tlie Iiouse at his merest 
cii price?" 

Col. Baker also opposed, the motion, 
directing attention in the course of his 
argument to the contradictory stand the 
government Iiad taken upon Mr. Mar- 
tin's resolution dealing with the redistri- 
bution question, and maintaining that no 
other business should be transacted until 
this w.nH disposed of. The government 
would not acce))t this resolution, but 
had moved an amendment to it— yet here 
they were virtually doing exactly what 
the third member for Vancouver had de- 
manded that they should. The members 
of the government had confessed that 
this gentleman dominated the govern- 
ment last year, and they were now show- 
ing by their actions that ho was still the 
doininaut force, and adjourning all other 
business^ at his dictation. 

Mr. Turner reminded the government 
of their contention earlier in the session 
\ylieii ho had asked that a want of con- 
lideiico resolution in his name should 
stand over for a single day. The I'ro- 
mier had then declared that no govern- 
ment could permit .such a motion to re- 
main on the orders while other business 
waa_ proceeded with, as it was, so long 
OS it- appeared, a standing advertise- 
ment, to the country that the govern- 
ment was discredited. The ministers 
appeared to have quite forgotten their 
declaration on (this, uubject, as thev were 
now auita jivilliiig/td'i allow the censure 
motions to remain oh the paper in prefer- 



to this effect 

Mr. Kberls held ii somewhat similar 
view. inlei-preting the government's 
change of front in the matter of want- 
of-eonfidenee motions to the ever-present 
fear of dismissal. The fact was that 
the government found itself confronted 
by two resolutions of want of coulideuce 
and also by a large amount of public 
business, in cither of which defeat 
stared them in the face. To escape this 
and retain power until the last moment, 
they were adopting the expedient of 
wasting the time of the house. Tlie 
Premier could not go back upon, his own 
declaration that when a want-of-coufi 
deuce motion appeared on the order 
paper it was the duty of the government 
to test the feeling of the house upon it 
before proceeding to any other business; 
indeed, they were open to fresh censure 
if they pursued any other course, this 
being Hon. Mr. Secolin's own declara- 
tiou. The Premier and every honorable 
gentlemen opposite were (piiti? well 
aware that the only object of the gov 
ertinient in this reckless gerrymande; 
bill was to so arrange constituencies as 
to accomplish their retention of power 
by trickery. Yet he would bet any 
amount of money that the desperate 
ruse would not be successful. He would 
wager any amount of money that the 
goveriinieiit would not stay in — 

Hon. yf.r. Henderson— How much do 
you want to bet? 

.Mr. Eberts— Well, Til bet you 
hundred dollars. 

Mr. Speaker rajiped loudly for order. 
Hon. -Mr. Henderson— You'll bet 
hundred dollars? 

Mr. Eberts (with much animation) 
I'll give you ten to one you can't last 
live minutes if you bring those waut-of 
eonlidence motions to a vote. 

(.'ontiiiuiiig his argument, the member 
for .South S'ictoria declared that if the 
goveriiiiient attempted to act as it was 
now acting it could not expect to hold 
the conliilciice of th»j couutry. It was 
(liiite evident that public interests had 
been <iuite forgotten. All the govern- 
ment sought now was to puss this gerry- 
mander in favor of certain members of 
their own ilk, with a view to getting 
back tlie power that they know to be 
lost. For this they were willing to drop 
all else. 'J'hey know they could not 
carry their important public measures, 
but they were willing that these should 
go by the board, as well us the private 
bills — they were willing to drop the Coal 
Minos bill, the Liquor License bill and 
all the rest, in order to get through this 
gerryniander, by which they hoped to 
bold <ui to power— though they would 
not. They would Gnd themselves moat 
mightily mistaken. They were not pro- 
posing a fair measure of redistribution. 
They knew they were not, and the 
country knew it. They merely proposed 
to gi'rr.vmander the country, so that no 
one oil the opposition side, and no part 
of the country that had favored the o)ipo- 
sitioii. could get a fair chance. 'riiis 
was not what the late government had 
done. That government in the bill of 
I.SIKS had been honest and sincere in the 
desire to give the country the best and 
fairest measure of redistribution that 
could be devised. lie thought ever, the 
gentlemen opposite would admit it was 
a good bill and an eminently fair one. 

" No," came in a chorus from the 
gentlemen opposite. 

" Do you not admit that it was a 
thoroughly fair bill under the conditions 
that then existed?" iisked Mr. Eberts. • 
" .No," said ilr. Macpherson. 
" \oii know it was a fair bill," .said 
Mr. Ebiyts. He was proceeiling with 
a vigorous arraignment of the govern- 
ment of the government upon this text, 
when Hon. Mr. Cotton interjected, sotto 
voce: 

'' Now-, don't give us a stump speech."

Ktroii;;, of this city, kIiu Ii.ts '■(■■ 
coully retunic'U from ii trip tu Uie loasl of 
British Columbia, reports that tlio new 
coppor mining district on Howe sound, near 
Vaiicouvoi-, Is attniclliii; :i },'ro;it (k'ul of ;it- 
ti'iitiDU and gives iinmilsi.' of ili'vclniilni; 
some of the best copper producing mines lu 
the world. 

The district, which Is a comparatively 
recent discovery, lies In tlie niounlalns both 
cast and west of the sound, and is believed 
to be a part of the mineral belt which runs 
'West to Texada Island, where the well 
. known Van Anda mine and three other 
slilppin;; properties are located.

ation for a term not exceeding ten years, 

I'rovlded that no shares shall be sub- 
scribed tor any Company whose lines, 
bridges and works are not either wholly or 
In part within the limits oC the Munici- 
pality; 

.\ud. Whereas, by certain Articles ot 
Agreemcut bearing date the tenth day of 
January, ItlOO, certain powers, and privi-

Spencer, merchant; Frederick B. Pember- 
ton, financial agent; William Munsle, mer- 
chant; and Clement E. Renouf, merchant; 
all of the City of Victoria, aforesaid; here- 
inafter called "The Trustees," ond their 
assigns, of tbe second part; 

Whereas, the Trustees arc desirous of 
forming p. company (hereinafter called aud 
referred to as "The Company") for the 
purpose of acquiring and operating the 
Victoria & Sidney Raiiwtiy and of e-KtendIng 
the same Into the business part of the 
(^Ity of ^■|ctorla, and also If found nece.s- 
saiy or expedient to extend tbe same to 
some conveulent hariiur norlli of Sidney; 
for llie purpose of establishing iiiui opertit- 
Ing a ferry system between Sidney or tlie 
terminus of sucli extension on liie Saanich 
Peninsula and some convenient point on 
the Mainland of Hritlsli Columbia, soutli.of 
the Eraser river aud nortli of the Interna- 
tional boundary, and also for the purpose 
oC building, equipping and operating u 
line of railway from such point as afore- 
said on tbe mainland through the Munici- 
palities and Districts of Delta, Surrey, 
Langlcy, Uatstiul, Snmns and Ohllllwack, 
to the town of Chllllwack or Centrovlllo, In 
the Province of British Columbia;

THAT DEPOSIT. 

Sir: Mr. W. II. Bone In Sunday mora- 
Ins's Colonist complains tbat the city coun- 
cil were lax In tbeir dttty ln not compt>lllng 
the promoters of the Victoria to ChllUwack 
railway project to deposit an amount snffl- 
cleut to defray the expenses of tbe by-law, 
and Instancing the treatment meted out to 
the I'ort Angeles ferry scheme promoters 
In thl.s respect. Mr. Hone, I am afraid. Is 
travelling u little "faster than his horses," 
for he does not know whether In the event 
of an iiKroenient having- been reached be- 
tween the AnRoles people and the council 
the deposit of which he complains would 
have been Inulsted npon by the couucll. 
However, the city council no doubt can 
Justify their actions without any assistance 
from me. 

Hat I may perhaps be pernilttcil to i)i)liit 
out that there Is a very wide difference 
between the two propositions to which 
Mr. Bone refers. 

In the flrst place the Port Angelc* ferry 
scheme wa.s a proposal from a certain num- 
ber of .Vmerlcau gentlemen who are de- 
sirous of pushing forward the construction 
of a line of railway from the city of Port 
Angeles, la the state of Washington, to 
connect with the Northern Paclflc railway 
system nt the flrst effective point, and sub- 
sequeutly to connect the city of Victoria 
with such railway by u modern fast stcaai 
ferry service. It was advanced that If the 
ratepayers elected to vote an annual sub- 
sidy It would secure the completion of the 
whole project and give to Vletorhi better 
railway connection. It may be tbat our 
city fathers wore uncliarilable eiiuugh to 
think that the greater boneQts lu this triin.s- 
actlon were on the Hide of the promoter.^, 
and Insisted on tho deposit to which Mr. 
lione refers. Tho VIctorlu-Chllllwuck pro- 
posal Is now before the people as a citi- 
zens' Bcheme from start to finish. Started 
at a meeting of business men on May 17, 
\bi)'.\ who appointed a committee to in- 
quire Into the practicability Committees' 
report adopted and endorsed by a buslnesf 
men's meeting at the Board of Trade rooms 
on September 20. Adopted nt a public 
meeting at the city hall on September 'J8, 
and endor.sod nt meetings held subseiiuently 
at Victoria West, Johns Bros." hall, and at 
Sprint; Illdge. Supported by a petition 
of Victoria's leading and Influential rate- 
payers representing "50,000 of rateable 
property. Taking all these Important facts 
Into conslderatlou and that It was a Vic- 
toria proposition may account for the fact 
that the city council did not Insist on the 
deposit being made. 

The aetlou of the city council In demand- 
ing a deposit against the placing of a by- 
law Is a departure from the custom which 
has heretofore prevailed— for Instance, no 
such condition was Insisted upon when an 
option was given on the James Bay mud 
Uats. 

I hope, Mr. Editor, you will permit me 
to remind the ratepayers that Wednesday, 
the 28th Inst., Is fixed for the-rotlng on the 
Victorla-Ohllllwack by-law, and to express 
the hope that a large and decisive vote will 
be polled. It Is admitted on all sides that 
It will give Victoria an effective con,iee- 
tlon with the transcontinental railway tys- 
tems now ojieratlng on tho .Ualaland, ;inil 
that su di railway connection would be ben- 
eficial to Victoria. That this can be au 
acconipll.-^lieil fact depends entirely on the 
united elTorts of our citizens. Let the vote 
lie a laif,'!' oni'. Let u:< show whether we 
have any fnltli In the future of mir city. 

There are many who arc not satlsllert 
with the conditions as they exist In this 
city to-day, and freely express themselves 
as to wlietlier It wouUl not be to their ma- 
terial advantage to throw In their lot with 
those %vho by united and concentrated ef- 
forts have succeeded In building up (dtlos 
and securing trade whloh fifteen years ago 
would have scouted at as an Impossibility. 

We cannot but admit that these are 
facts are true. Is this city to forge ahead 
or stay still?. We cannot evade the ques- 
tion. 

The ratepayers will have an opportunity 
on Wednesday, February 28, of answering 
It "ves or no,"

Kb things as "men of straw," "dummy 
shareholders" and "Stool pigeons" are still 
to be found when the wily promoter Is In 
search of such articles, 

Jn any case, no matter how tho city may 
think Itself protected It takes a year or 
more' before a board of directors can be re- 
moved, during which time much mischief 
may he done. 

If the city of Victoria must have a rail- 
way to Centrevllle In ChllUwack district, 
on the Fraser river, and feel tbat to secure 
this wonderful boon tiny can afford to 
spend $500,000, why lu the name of com- 
mon sense, don't they make a simple agree- 
ment to pay the amount when the railway 
Is constructed and the ferry In operation?

But I take exception to the inle«;ence he 
wishes drawn. As the maps in our 
.schools give children the idea of the posi- 
tion of places on this aphere. so tho use 
of charts must give tho pilot the only 
correct niean.s at liis disposal for linding 
the corre<'t magnetic bearings of head- 
lands, islands, bills and mountains, 
which are almost continually employed 
to guide the shijiw safely past the hidden 
dangerri that e.vist. 

Then af;aiii take tho sounding's which 
cover the face of the chart to inforin the 
mariner of tho depth of water on whieh 
he is sailiii;;, and which have taken tlie 
Imperial j;overnmont with the survey 
vessels years and years to ascertain. 

In the face of thot^e facts, how, may 
I ask, is the c-andiihite for pilot to qualify 
without the aid of tho charts, and after 
having pas<;ed successfully the examina- 
tion is it not advisable for him to refresh 
his memory from time to time by a c;ire- 
ful study of them. 

"Iiif-urance" thinks that the pilots 
should know all the uncharted dangers. 
I don't; and I tbink many will agree with 
me in saying that should the pilot (which

He knows the 
peculiarities of the tidivi, whore they run 
faster than indicated, or tiower, as the 
caav may be. for wo li.lve the most ex- 
traordinary variety f'f tid.'s in the llaro 
Straits and adjacoiit waterei t.) be found 
in any part of tht' worUl. When abeam 
of certiiin openings tho currents has a 
tendency to set the ship broad side, more 
or less, at difi^erent stages of the flood 
and (4)1). The pilot ninut know these 
thnigrt ami <'ouiiteract the effects by de- 
viating 'from liis course if necessary. 

I'ercli:iiicc the fog has lifted, or Ihiunod 
for a luoment, an often occurs, and the 
■pilot catches a glimpse of a headland or 
■some other known object, he knows that 
his calci.lations were correct, or where 
• his error was, if any, and takes a now 
departtire. 

But should tho fog remain too thick 
for him to catch :i view of tho land, the 
pilot then falls btick on tho'use of the 
steam wlustle, which, when sounded 
within a reasonable distance of the land 
gives an echo in return and the distance 
is determined .by ..the. .numbcr' of seconds 
between the sbvind-ijftithe whistle aud the 
echo. But this is not the only feature of 
the echo, for the difforcnt headlands give 
hack difteront sotmds and those sotmds 
the pilots are familiar with.
